bow. 
The firemen had a hard time to 


get at th« flames, as the boat came into 
her dock stern foremast, leaving the 
burning portion out in the water. The 
cause of the fire is a mystery. 
It was 


said by one of the passengers, that tir.-ee 
days ago the hatches bad been battened 
down, and Captain WiWes then said that 
this was owng to the high seas. 
From 


that time the ship haa gone at full speed 
toward New York. 
The passenger s.aid 


that on several occasions he had detected 
smoke. 
Captain Wilder denies that the 


ship was on fire at sea, and says that the 
first he knew of the fire was when the 
hatches were lifted, after arrival In the 
harbor. The Leona sUially sank at her 
pier. There were several firemen in the 
forward held at the'time the ship sank, 
tut all escaped. Several were com- 
pelled1 to swim under a fireboat which 
was lying on the starboard side of the 
burning ship. The cargo, valued1 at from 
1250,000 to $300,000, is a total loss. 
It 


consisted of cotton am"1 tobacco. The 
boat is regarded as being little better 
than a wreck.

Meteor were on board the Shamrock in 
both Tuesday's and Thursday's races. 
Dr. Mackie, speaking for Sir Thomas 
Lipton, said that the two men were 
aboard the English boat simply because 
they are friends of Captains Hogarth 
and Wriage. 
Dr. Mackie said that 


Captain Parker had nothing whatever to 
do with the sailing and management of 
Shamrock. 


Crossing the line with a breeze of five 


knots it n^ver blew mare than six, most 
of the time less than three, and part of 
the time not a breath of air was stirring. 
After sailing four hours and'43 minuies 
the yachts having covered only 12 miles 
of the course to the outer mark, the re- 
gatta committee declared the race off, 
as it was manifestly impossible, with the 
•breeze then blowing, for the racers to 
round the stake before the time limit ex- 
pired, much lees to get back home again. 


During the time in which the yachts 


were at it, the wind, which carried them 
dead before it over the line, had haiuled 
around, until, at the finish, they were 
beating into its teeth. While the wind 
held astern, Columbia steadily outf ooted 
her rival, uijtil she was fully half a 
mile ahead, but in the shifting" baffling 
winds that followed during- the last three 
hours, with the sng-le-stickers tacking 
and beating and gybuig to catch every 
streak of wind, with fortune helping 
one about as much as the other, Sham- 
rock gradually worked her way up until, 
when the race was declared off, the two 
boats were about on even terms, Sham- 
rock, perhaps, half a length ahead, but so 
close was the Yankee that Captain Barr 
could have thrown a biscuit to the for- 
eigner.'

The only lesson learned by the nautical 


sharps from yesterday's trial of the 
abilities of the two boats, is that in light 
weather condilions Columbia is the su- 
perior in running and reaching, 
and 


Shamrock slightly better in beating, 
There has yet been no indication of what 
either boat can do in a piping whoJe- 
;ail breeze.

good, strong wind, but the prophesy was 
a dismal failure. 
It was just an ideal 


Indian summer day. 
A heavy haze 


hung over sea and Ifnd, and shut off the 
view of the thousands waiting on the 
Highlands of Navesink, and the Long 
Island shore. 
The sky was veiled by a 


gossamer of clouds, through which the 
sun sifted. 
A vast colony of excursion 


boats, ocean-going steamers, yachts, 
tugs, side--rt*ieelers and sailing vessels 
gathered around the Sandy Hook light- 
ship to watch the start. 
The smoke 


from their stacks and the steam from 
their exhausts mingled with the haze 
and formed a thick veil. 
The torpedo 


boats, guarding the course, threaded 
their way in and out through ths acres of 
boats, warning the excursion skippers 
to keep their distance. 
But little dif- 


ficulty was experienced in keeping the 
course clear. 


There was hardly wind enough to keep 


the flags fluttering. What there was 
was from the northwest by north, from 
over the land. 
Outside of the ruck of 


the steamers, the old cup defender, Vig- 
ilant, mads a successful picture, and the 
old schooner, America, which won the 
cup 50 years ago, attracted universal at- 
tention. 


Preparations were made aboard both 


yachts for the lightest airs before t;-,«s 
start. 
Columbia discarded hr/r heavy 


steel topsail yard for a lighter and longer 
pine one, and Shamrock sent aloft the 
largest clubtopsail ever seen on "her. 
As soon as the committee boat had 
hoisted the signal letters "D. C. L.," 
making the course 15 miles southeast 
by south, dead before the wind and re- 
turn, a tug steamed straight out to sea 
to plant the outer mark. 
There was 


some pretty maneuvering behind the 
line before the start, each yacht breaking 
out her balloon jib and lowering her 
spinnaker boom, as they jockeyed for 
position. 


Both got across in the smoke of the 


last ^irun, Columbia a length ahead, and 
In the windward berth. 
The wind was 


blowing hardly five knots. 
As she 


crossed Shamrock broke out her spin- 
naker, which was in stops. 
Columbia 


was a little slow in getting her big, belly- 
ing sail out, but fiO seconds later both 
were on even terms, Heeing before the 
gentle breeze, wing and wing, spinnaker 
balancing mainsail, and bulging balloon 
Jib drawing forward. 
The excursion 


boats started in pursuit, but they slowed 
down almost immediately, and 
then 


•topped. 
The lazy breeze was carrying 


the big yachts down the wind at a 
•nail's pace. 


For almost an hour the spectators on 


the excursion boats watched them drift. 
Columbia steadily gained. Inch by inch 
sht> crept along. 
At the end of 15 miles 


several lengths of clear water showed 
between her and her rival. 
The bands 


played and a few whistles tooted. On 
she moved, until she was fully 500 yards 
ahead. 
The immense spread of canvas, 


including the balloon jib, was drawing 
in the g»*tle breeze. 
The whole crew 


of each yacht was aft, to act as ballast 
and k&ep the head of the yacht up. Then 
the wind began to die, and the great bal- 
loons of canvas forward collapsed. 
At 


the same time the wind canted a little, 
and Columbia took in her spinnaker and 
tried reaching, leaving the balloon jib 
set. It was a challenge to Shamrock on 
her best point of sailing, and Captain 
Hogarth accepted the gauge. 
They 


went heading over toward the Long lal- 
and shore, and Columbia continued to 
Increase her lead. 
Shamrock set her 


•tayeall, but It only kept the wind from 


from the stay. 
In a few minutes she 


took it down. 


The steamship Augusta Victoria, out- 


ward bound to Southampton, slowed 
down to let the pasengers catch a 
glimpse of the contest. Then she dipped 
ner flag and sped on. 


A few minutes later, the Cunard liner 


Servia came foaming Into port. In vain 
the patrol boats whistled their warning, 
but she swung slightly'outward as she 
came on straight through the course, 
dipped her flag when abeam the racers 
and disappeared to leeward. 
The emi- 


grants aboard clfmbed upon her fore- 
castle deck to see the sig'ht. 
Columbia 


got most of the wash from the big liner, 
bobbing on the huge swells and spilling 
much wind out of her sails. J Meantime 
the excursion boats pushed toward the 
outer mark. 
When they got there they 


waited for an hour, b t the champions 
did not come. 


Then the wind hauled around to the 


south-southeast, and rhe racers had 
taken in their spinnakers to beat into it 
close-hauled. 
The 
excursion 
boats 


puffed back to see what the yachts were 
doing. 
But for the rest of the race the 


yachts were half the time in doldrums, 
with their sails flapping listlessly. When 
the streaks of wind -would strike them 
they would luff and tack and split tacks, 
each vainly endeavoring to get into the 
place where the zephys were crinkling 
the ocean. 
For two hours this was 


kept up, during which no one seemed a/ble 
to tell exactly how Shamrock drew up 
with her adversary. 
At 3:43, when it 


was apparent to all that the yachts could 
not make the outer mark, much less 
finish, and when both were practically 
on even terms, the committee decided to 
call the race off. 


Just before the regatta committee 


hung out the ball on the triatic stay, 
which declared the race off, the spec- 
tators were watchmg the yachts with in- 
tense interest. 
They had split tacks, 


and now Columbia was sailing toward 
Shamrock on the port tack, with the 
evident intention of crossing her bow. 
The water between them grew narrower 
and narrower, until she was close enough 
to pass a line aboard. 
Everybody 


aboard the excursion fleet expected to 
see her cross Shamrock's bow, but Cap- 
tain Barr found it too risky, and he put 
his helm down, and came over on the 
starboard tack, under Shamrock's'-lee. 
Although Columbia had her nose In 
front, the challenger lapped her and held 
the weather gauge. 
Just at this in* 


stant the 'signal went up declaring the 
race off, and both yachts turned about 
and headed for home. 


The sea was a picture. All about the 


horizon was a mass of masts and sticks 
and sails. 
Away off to the eastward the 


steamship Germanic was coming in from 
the Atlantic with a bone in her teeth. 
A full-rigged ship, with all royals set, 
was sailing out to sea, while .off to the 
eastward, in the track of the excursion 
boats as they headed for home; the north 
Atlantic squadron, bound for Hampton 
Roads, was majestically bearing down 
in squadron formation, line ahead. As 
the excursion fleet moved toward them 
a stream of signals fluttered from the 
flagship New York, and the squadron 
changed formation, line . abreast, and 
came on as if to annihilate the holiday 
fleet 


But the rr.ob ct v**«e]s never faltered, 


and went racing.homeward, surging be- 
tween the men-of-war, with whistles 
shrieking and bands playing and bands 
shrieking and bands playing patriotic 
airs.

Pretoria is telegraphed to The 
Chronicle.: I have just crossec. the fron- 
tier in a truck which was placed at iry 
disposal by Commandant General Jou- 
bert, who reached the frontier Tuesday 
and is staying in the main Boer casrp on 
the Sand river. I had a long talk with 
General Joubert. He said he deeply re- 
gretted the impending war, which he had 
done his utmost to avoid. He wonders 
that Queen Victoria never answered the 
letter he addressed to her on the situa- 
tion. 


I notice everywhere a general devotion 


to the queen and a pathetic belief that 
she will stop the war. General Joubert 
Etill believes in a South African con- 
federacy under an English protectorate, 
and attributes the present crisis to 
Rhodes and Chamberlain. 
His last 


words to me were: "I leave it now to 
God. It may be His will that the Trans- 
vaal shall perish. I can only do my 
best." 


A dispatch from Bloemfontein states 


that the government publishes a tele- 
gram from Boshof. stating; that the Brit- 
ish forces have crossed the border, and 
that fighting has commenced. Another 
telegram says the troops have crossed 
the border, but that no fighting has oc- 
curred. 
The government discredits the 


report. 


A special dispatch from Newcastle, 


Natal, dated Wednesday, says:

•ncl are moving toward the frontier. The

measures for the defense of the town 
against an expected attack. All the 
women and children have been ordered 
to leave for the frontier of Natal. 


The Daily Mail's correspondent at 


Lourenzo Marques reports that H. M. S. 
Philomel has gone to Durban for the 
purpose of landing- 100 men and a gun. 
The Daily Mail says it considers that the 
action reported indicates grave danger, 
and it thinks it probable that other 
British warships are converging silently 
upon the theater of action. 


Other telegrams represent that a Boer 


attack upon Natal is expected at any 
moment, but assert that Commandant 
General Joubert has threatened to shoot 
any man who moves without orders. 


No absolute confirmation is obtainable 


of the report that a Boer ultimatum has 
been presented, but the news comes from 
usually good Boer sources. 


London, Oct. ,.—A telegram from Jo- 


hannesburg says that the state secre- 
tary, Reitz, of the TYansvaal, informed 
a correspondent of The Sta-ndard and 
Diggers' News that the proclamation 
of martial law is being delayed. 


In Capo Town the opinion prevails 


that the delay of the Boers in assuming 
the offensive points to a willingness on 
the part of the Transvaal government to 
allow political counsel to override mil- 
itary order, and that ther is, therefore, 
still hope that the Afrikander efforts 
for peace will prevail.

ARIS, Sept. 16.—The liveliness that 
marks the opening of the fall and 
winter seasons is noticeable. Own- 


ers of shops have upon their faces n 
lively air of expectation, for those 
Strangers who are in town are such as 
have an air of owning well filled purses 
and being quite able to do shopping 
In the Rue de la Paix. Great is the 
Interest displayed in fall novelties and 
•oy are the shopkeepers about introduc- 
ing those with whom they are unac- 
quainted to their best, for there is a 
growing custom with enterprising trans- 
atlantic buyers; it is that of leaving be- 
hind the regular season buyer some 
clever representative whose duty it is 
xo remain until late picking up the most 
Striking of the new fashions and trans- 
mitting descriptions of them _to their 
employers in America, so that they are 
duplicated almost as quickly in Fifth 
avenue as they are seen in the Parisian 
•hops. 
The exclusive French fashion 


makers do not like this. If a rich 
American buys from them, it is annoy- 
ing to the woman who has paid several 
hundred dollars for a street gown to 
appear proudly upon Fifth avenue some 
day only to meet a woman of inferior 
station and funds decked out *in a gar- 
ment which is a fair copy of her own. 
There is another reason for French 
fashion leaders' aversion to letting the 
best and the latest of their creations go 
to America in their first season. This 
is because such an event will make it 
impossible to' get rid of them a season 
later, when the mode they represent 
has seen its day in Paris and there is 
a useless stock of goods to be got rid 
of or charged to profit and loss. For 
-.his reason there is an effort in Paris 
to keep America a season behind the 
Paris fashions. 


In the dressing of the hair I notice 


that there is a return to third empire 
fashions in the wearing of waves and 
clusters of curls at the back. The 
style lends itself agreeably to the wear- 
ing of jewels in the hair, strands of 
pearl or coral looking pretty woven and 
Interwoven through the tresses. The 
arrangement is most effective for tall 
\vomen with regular features and grace- 
ful carriage. It is noticeable that the 
hair at the back of the head in the 
twist is worn much tighter than it 
has been, although at the sides it is 
puffed loosely away from the head. 
The cunning little fringe of soft curls 
that falls as if by accident over the 
brow gives a softness and piquancy 
that add to the charm of almost any 
face. 
Of course now and then one 


finds a woman with a Clytielike brow 
that can afford to scorn the disguise of 
a bang of any kind, but such foreheads 
are rare. Women, as a rule, do not 
etudy their own type enough. M. Au- 
guste told me, as I looked over his 
newest plates and Inspected his coiffur- 
ed models. 


Said this artist on the arrangement 


of the hair: "The trouble with most wo- 
men is that they take up a. style 
of dressing the hair because it is new, 
not because it is individually becom- 
ing. The handsomest woman often dis- 
guises her loveliness with an unbecom- 
ing headdress. The classic knot low 
on the nape of the neck may be vastly 
becoming for some women, and yet 


thoroughly ugly for others, 'Tall wo- 
men look bud with a high 
coiffure, 


while a mlgnon beauty will gain dignity 
and inches by having her hair dressed 
on the top of her head. .AVhy, a skillful 
hairdresser knows how to take off 
years from the face of his patron by 
the manner in which he puts up her 
hair. 
Unfortunately, great artists in 


hair dressing are extremely 'rare, and 
as their secrets are in most cases trans- 
mitted from parent to child, where both 


resorted to by a first class hairdresser. 
If the tiny locks are carefully curlsd 
before the hair is put up and then held 
loosely in place by invisible hairpins or 


still away at the seaside or in their 
country chateaux. The season will not 
open in town until November, the 
greater.number of the fashionables re- 
maining out of town through October, 
which is likely to be mo^e or less warm.

The coats arc made In all variety of 
lengths except the very short, three- 
quarters and the long redingote styles 
seeming to be the most exploited 
lengths. 


The use of fringes as trimmings this 


autumn and winter is assured. They 
will be put on with bands to trim 
flounces and run over the skirts in 
zigzag lines. The fringes will trim 
tabliers, the ends of sashes and orna- 
ment the capes that are predicted to be 
auxilliary to many of the later gar- 
ments. Jabots will be handsomer for 
the use of fringe, and even hats are 
now not without a touch of the trim- 
ming. Appliques will be much worn 
also, the broad, lacy effects being most 
used. They will be applied with a lav- 
ishness on cloth dresses that will ex- 
ceed any yet anticipated use of them, 
whole skirts sometimes being apparent- 
ly covered with the appliques.

THE NEW AND MODISH REDINGOTES.

The 
custom of turning up the small stray- 
ing locks on the neck and holding them 
in place with a brooch of some sort is 
far from artistic, and is a. device never

a small round comb, the t 
more satisfactory. 
: 


When the hair is dressed high on 


the head, a very satisfactory way of 
ornamenting it is to take a small buc- 
kle, 
run through it a piece of ribbon or 


a coil of ribbon and encircle the hair 
with the strand. 


All kinds of elevations are in favor 


for the hair. One which is useful where 
the hair is scanty is to take the tresses 
in separate sections, roll them on the 
finger to form small hollow rolls, and 
pin them with ornamental pins.

A* to Petticoat*. 


Last year the fashion preferred for 


petticoats was an accordion plaited 
flounce wider behind than in front. This 
flounce was bordered with a chicory 
ruche which gave it a very pretty ef- 
fect, and to hide the junction of the 
flounce and the skirt a similar ruche 
was sewed on the seam which joined 
them. 


This form Is still frequently adopted, 


doubtless because it is graceful, prac- 
tical, and requires no other trimming, 
but it has the inconvenience of sup- 
porting the skirt too much to suit the 
present fashion. 


A simple means of remedying this de- 


fect is to make the accordion plaited 
flounce not of taffeta, but of point 
d'esprit tulle, liberty gauze or any 
light and soft material. Last, instead 
of the chicory ruche round the bottom, 
three comet ribbons slightly gathered, 
or small ruches of ribbon or mousseline 
de sole are used. A new and charming 
trimming is made by passing a colored 
trimming through the hem. 


Sometimes, instead of a wide gather- 


ed flounce the bottom of the petticoat 
is trimmed with three narrow flounces 
of point d'esprit tulle, edged with rib- 
bon, of some color. This idea can be 
utilized in the case of a simple and 
pretty petticoat of linen or nainsook, 
with muslin flounces. The ribbons 
passed through the hem are of course 
taken out when the petticoat is wash- 
ed. Muslin embroidered with 
small 


spots in feather stitch would be even 
prettier. 


Children's Dreaaei. 


Children's dresses follow to some ex- 


tent the fashion adopted by mothers— 
their little skirts have lost their full- 
ness; th'eir sleeves are less puffed. 
Fortunately, little boys, and more es- 
pecially little girls, have at the present 
moment more convenient dresses, if 
their mothers do not run into exaggera- 
tion in the note given by fashion. 


The form of dress known as "Amer- 


ican" is still most preferred for infants 
below 6 years of age. It matters little 
whether their dress is set on a round 
or a. square yoke. The essential point 
is that the dress must not be tight at 
the waist, making them look like little 
women spoiled. Nevertheless, the Amer- 
ican dress can be shaped; it is more 
novel in style and disengages the fig- 
ure. 


NEW STYLE IN HAIBDBESSING. 


It is of considerable Importance to 


mention that a twisted eight is no 
longer an accepted mode of hairdress- 
ing and that for the popular coiffure 
a not too luxuriant head of dark brown 
hair with high reddish lights in it ia 
much easier to manipulate and mora 
effective when pinned in place than 
any other type. For the evening all 
length of tress is gathered up on top 
of the head and there folded in a small, 
upstanding knot. From crown to nape 
a clean sweep of even hair should 
round out the back of the head, with no 
coquettish tendrils on the neck; and in 
front a slight pompadour, with just a 
few short rings on the forehead, is al- 
lowed. 


Sometimes a string of pearls, a small 


wreath of green artificial leaves or a 
whiff of black tulle clasps the base of 
the small knot of hair, but the wired 
satin Louis XVI bows and nodding 
aigrets are no longer in use. The dia- 
mond crowned tucking comb is con- 
spicuous by its absence, and the only 
comb now used is thrust in the back 
hair by day to act as a support for the 
rear brim of the wearer's hat. 
The 


coiffure for the daytime is the Greek 
coil, a flattened out Psyche knot, or 
three puffs rising in front. No one but. 
an eccentric woman pins her locks at 
the back of her head, for the hat worn 
at present simply demands a. good 
cushion of hair inside its crown and 
strong pins to hold it in place, since 
the burden of the trimming rests on 
the crown. 


A cream wheat straw, bearing no 


other decoration than a crown made 
completely of mixed mauve and blue 
hydrangea heads, is among the most 
captivating manifestations of the mo- 
ment, and one of the whims of the hour 
is to adopt sundry graceful draperies 
for the head of an evening. Any pieces 
of good old lace are wrought into what 
in another period of fashion was called 
a fascinator, a thing between a hand- 
kerchief and a hood, with lappets that 
fasten under the chin. If lace is not 
procurable, then liberty silk in a faint 
glace blue will do, and amid the silken 
folds a blush rose is fastened, and 
another blooms under the chin.

The white satin and white taffeta silk 


waists will be fashionable again. There 
is a little fullness directly in the front, 
but this is supposed to be gathered in 
under the belt. Almost all the waists 
have a yoke effect and a little lace edg- 
ing around the front of the waist below. 
the yoke. They have elaborate collars 
of the same material as the waist, cut 
behind the ears in points so they can be 
turned over. These are edged with lace, 
and a lace bow is additional, but on 
many of the waists there is simply a 
bow of the same material as the waist, 
the ends of which are trimmed with 
lace. , 


All waists are tucked or corded, and 


there is an infinite variety in the widths 
of the tucks. Some are minute, others 
wide. There are even some waists that 
show the old fashioned box plaits once 
again, but these require to be made 
carefully or they will look bulky and 
clumsy. They are at all times trying 
to stout figures. A stout woman will 
do well, if she has a silk waist made, 
to have always a boned and fitted lin- 
ing, and, besides, it is best to have three 
seams in the back—one in the middle of 
the back and one at either side. These 
scams break the width and, if sufficient 
curve is given to the side seams, it 
really makes the figure much more 
tapering than might be believed pos- 
sible.

HE electricity here referred to re- 
lates to that subtle fluid discover- 
ed by the late Benjamin Franklin, 


not to that painful disturbance of the 
domestic atmosphere incident on any 
supposed infringement of the dignity 
of the queens of the kitchen. 


It is said that there is enough heat 


stored in a single thunderstorm to cook 
all the meals of the world for a year. 
Electricity as a factor In domestic 
economy ia just beginning to receive 
attention, and eminent electrical ex- 
perts believe that it is the domestic 
cooking agency of the future. 


In New York there are several model 


kitchens run by electricity. One of 
these is in the Edison Electric com- 
pany's building, where meals are pre- 
pared daily 
for the members of the 


company stationed in the building. 
Here the chef prepares the meals with 
an ease and swiftness that is the mar- 
vel of every woman who has a chance 
to inspect the kitchen. Instead of the 
usual grime and soot and ashes, every- 
thing: about the place is spotless. 


Besides this kitchen, which ia prob- 


ably of its kind the best equipped in 
the metropolis, there are a score or 
more belonging to the large office build- 
ings devoted to the occupancy of elec- 
trical companies, and one large metro- 
politan dry goods shop has a very good 
one for the use of its employees, where 
the salespeople may make coffee or tea 
or do any other light cooking they 
choose. Each of these kitchens has its 
special points of excellence and it is 
likely that the kitchen of the future will 
be a composite of them all with many 
new and yet to be discovered improve- 
ments. 


Plenty of families of moderate means 


are now making use of electricity in 
private kitchens, some electrical com- 
panies supplying families with a range 
free and selling the electricity at half 
rates. They claim that they can afford 
to do this because cooking is done dur- 
ing the day, when there is no demand 
for light. If electricity were generally 
used for this purpose, the companies 
could not afford to supply it at reduced 
rates, the present reduction being mere- 
ly to encourage its use for that pur- 
pose. 


Many persons who now use electricity 


in their kitchens were led to do so by 
the model kitchen which was shown at 
the World's fair and which has since 
been seen at most electrical exhibitions. 


For cooking, gas and coal are both 


said to be more expensive than elec- 
tricity. Of course, if used lavishly and 
injudiciously, it can be made just as 
expensive as anything else, but if used 
ivith discretion there will be a notice- 
able lessening in household bills. 


In baking with electricity an oven Is 


used whose front consists of glass, eo 
that the viands can be watched without 
opening the range door and letting in 
ft current of air which may retard or 
•poll the cooking. 


The boiling and stewing and frying are 


done on shining stands on a white 
•oapgtone slab that looks like a table 
top,'the electricity being turned on at 
the wall by means of tiny plugs, such 
M those with which the electric light 
If turned on. The quantity of heat Is 
regulated by a lever on each stove, the 
three degrees to which It may be turn- 
•4 being labeled medium, hot and very 


hot. The electric oven is supplied with 
a thermometer which shows the exact 
heat within. The full force of the heat 
in the oven may be instantly turned on 
by means of a switch. The advantage 
of the electrical oven is that it is at the 
required heat without any waiting and 
coaxing, such as the ordinary range re- 
quires before it is ready to do roasting 
or baking. The rapidity with which the 
electrical stove is ready for work is an 


Chops or a small steak can be fried 
by using the equivalent of five lamps 
for 12 minutes. The oven requires the 
equivalent to 18 lamps to raise the tem- 
perature from 53 degrees F. to 120 In 
five minutes, to 255 in 10 minutes, to 355 
degrees in 15 minutes and to 435 degrees 
in 20 minutes.

right temperature will appreciate. 


Another reason that electricity Is 


popular is because it can be regulated 
for each dish that is being cooked. The 
stove is supplied with several small 
stands not unlike those that are used 
with a gas stove, and on these the 
saucepan or frying pan is placed, one 
stand for each culinary apparatus sup- 
plying the heat. Thus the potatoes are 
quickly boiled and 'not allowed to re- 
main in the water until they ^re soggy, 
since when they are done the water 
can be drained off and the heat regulat- 
ed so that they will be dry and warm 
when the other dishes are done and all 
are ready for serving. 


There are special electrical chafing 


dishes made for use in studios, electric 
teakettles that can be placed upon the 
table and will sing merrily away during 
the preparation of the tea. Besides 
there are various electric boilers, the 
current being applied to an outside ves- 
sel in which the cooking apparatus ia 
placed in water. 


For heating there are appliances 


suitable for the laundry, so that on 
washdays the clothes in the boiler may 
be thoroughly and expeditibusly treat- 
ed. 


One authority, In giving a liberal esti- 


mate of the cost of cooking by means 
of electricity, states that a pint of water 
may be brought from 60 degrees F. to 
the boiling point for the cost of 1C can- 
dle power lamps for one hour. The wa- 
ter can be made to bo|l In 12 minutes by 
the use of the equivalent of five lamps 
or in a little less than four minutes by 
tbe iue of the equivalent of'16% lamp*.

than the electric range, for a high tem- 
perature may be imparted to them very 
quickly and still have no danger of 
smoke or soot getting on the irons to 
soil the clothes. Electric flatirons may 
be bought in the shops. A wire that is 
connected with them and the household 
supply of electricity keeps them in good 
condition, so that there is no need to 
heat and reheat the irons; they are al- 
ways at the correct temperature. 


Other articles that can be supplied 


the household for use with electricity 
are heating pads to take the place of hot 
water bottles for invalids, electric 
broilers, electric radiators, glue pots, 
wash boilers, flatirons, sadirons, goose 
Irons, curling tongs, foot warmers, 
ornamental screens and shaving mugs. 


As there is little heat radiated from 


the utensil, the cook or the one who 
uses them does not become overheated, 
and the house itself is kept at a com- 
fortable temperature in the hot weather 
when even gas is a disadvantage.

oven,v basting it frequently during the 
process of cooking. Serve the meat on 
a hot dish with thick brown sauce 
poured round it. 


Two Cakes—Rich and Plain. 


A rich pound cake made from this 


recipe will prove excellent and can be 
kept some time. Beat six ounces of 
butter and sugar to a cream. Add ten 
ounces of sifted patent floui* by degrees 
and five eggs, one at a time. Beat the 
cake mixture meanwhile lightly with a 
wooden spoon. Pick half a pound of 
sultanas, chop four ounces of candied 
peel and grate the rind of a lemon; 
mix all with the cake. Line a tin with 
buttered paper, putting two rounds of 
it on the bottom. 
Pour in the cake 


and bake for two hours in a moderate 
oven. When quite cooked, turn out on 
a sieve to cool. 
Flat plum cakes are made as follows, 


and, if not eaten warm, should be per- 
fectly fresh: Work two ounces of lard 
into one pound of dough, add one ounce 
of sugar and two ounces of currants. 
Knead all well together and form into 
a flat cake on an old plate.

for three-quarters of an hour.

it over with milk and scatter brown 
sugar over it.

econd to loosen its contents, then turn 
he pudding out on a glass <or china 
dish. 


Fillets of Beef a la Beaufort. 


Cut about a pound of fillet of beef in« 


to neat square pieces of medium thick- 
ness, brush them over with oiled but- 
ter, sprinkle them with black peppec 
and a little cayenne and grill them over 
a clear fire. Boil some rice in some 
weak stock until it is quite tender and 
the liquid has been absorbed. Season it 
with salt and pepper, add a piece of 
butter to it and mold it on a hot dish 
nto a smooth border and dish up tha 
fillets on it. Make half a pint of thick 
)rown sauce, flavor it with a little to- 
mato catchup and add a squeeze of lem- 
on juice and a few drops of carmine to 
it and pour half of it into a small sauce- 
pan, then stir in a quarter of a pint ot 
picked shrimps. As soon as they are 
thoroughly hot place about a teaspoon- 
ful of the sauce and shrimps in the mid- 
dle of each fillet and scatter a little 
chopped parsley over the top. Fill up 
jthe middle of the rice border with fried 
potatoes and pour the remainder of the 
sauce round the dish. 


Seed CaUc. 


Put Into a mixing basin half a pound 


of l^our which has been dried and sift- 
ed; rub into it four ounces of butter,- 
add four ounces of castor sugar, then 
a quarter of an ounce of carraway 
seeds and half the grated rind of a 
lemon: stir in two eggs which have 
been well whisked and sufficient milk 
to soften the mixture; beat it for flv» 
minutes with a wooden spoon and add 
a teaspoonful of baking powder. But- 
ter a cake tin and dust it with flour, 
and then pour in the cake mixture and. 
put it at once into a moderately hot 
oven to bake.

Prance Proposes to TTse Electricity 


by a New Method. 


If importance is to be attached to a 


recent letter from Paris, while Ameri- 
cans are in the midst of a discussion as 
to whether or not death by electric 
shock is painless and instantaneous 
the French government is considering 
the advisability of discontinuing the 
use of the guillotine for the execution 
of criminals and the adoption in its 
stead of a method in which needles 
charged with high tension currents 
are .shot into the brain, causing instant 
death, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


According to the accounts given, the 


head of the criminal as he sits firmly 
strapped in the execution chair is to be 
Inclosed in a helmet similar to that of 
a diver. Opposite the temples of the 
wearer are two holes, through which 
the needles, duly connected with the 
source of electric current employed, 
pass. 
As the executioner touches a 


button and so turns on the current the 
two needles leap from their sockets 
and are forced through the temples in- 
to the brain of the criminal. 
With 


them they carry powerful alternating 
currents, which rupture and destroy 
the brain cells with such rapidity that 
one convulsive movement of the vic- 
tim Is the only sign that life is ex- 
tinct. 


Whether such a mode of execution, if 


seriously proposed, is more merciful 
than the electrical method adopted 'n 
the United States will be doubted by 
many.

The story of the murder of Melville B. 


Lord at Nassau, as told by the boy, 
Arthur Snyder, who was assaulted at 
the same time, Is now in writing in the 
hands <of the officers^ and is almost 
overwhelming: m itgi conviction of 
Mull's guilt, -Yesterday the boy was 
strong enough to undergo a second 
operation and afterward to talk more 
freely. 
He repeated the charge that

Colonel MoCord Makes an Appeal For 


Government Aid. 


Colonel Myron H, McCord of Phoe- 


nix, A. T., recently addressed the na- 
tional irrigation congress at Missoula, 
Mon. His speech was received with 
every manifestation of appreciation. 
Colonel McCord chose for his subject 
"The Government Should Reclaim the 
Arid Lands for Home Builders." 


He praised the fertility of his own 


section in Salt Eiver valley, but was 
deeply concerned about the vast arid 
plains of the west Water alone was 
wanted to make these wastes blossom 
like a garden. Colonel McCord said in 
part: 


"The farm lands of the rain belt are 


exhausted and ambitious American 
farm boys are leaving the parent roofs, 
prospecting for new homes. 
These 


must be providtd. Thousands in the 
overcrowded cities are longing for farm 
life. Thousands of worthy foreigners 
want homes. These demands can only 
be met in the arid region. The govern- 
ment could be compensated fully for 
Its expenditures in this behalf by the 
sale of its own land at its maximum 
price, and the laud would be in no 
sense a gift to the people. No internal 
improvement can do more good than 
this. It will yield ten times the bene- 
fits to be gained by improving rivers or 
harbors. 


"I believe a national system of irri- 


gation is the only fneans whereby a 
perfect development of our domain can 
be made and our country balanced and 
made symmetrical. Millions from the 
congested 
centers would be given 


homes, transforming the desert into a 
paradise. The government in the past 
has loaned its credit to build railroads, 
It has given largely for the benefit of 
commerce, it has deepened harbors and 
raised levees on many waterways, yet

Old Man at Stockholders' Meeting Tells 


His Experiences on Trip 


A much-interested spectator at the 


recent meeting of stockholders of the 
Boston & Albany railroad was G. \V. 
Bobbins o* Somerville, one of the In- 
vited guests who rode on the first train 
ever run on the tracks of that company. 
He was born on August 2, 1815, and was 
not quite 19 years old when the memor- 
able trip was made on July 17, 1834. Ac- 
cording to his story, the road at that 
time extended from the Boston station, 
at the right hand side of Washington 
street and Castle street, to Newton. 
Thtfc was a merry twinkle in his -sye 
as h} recalled reminls.-ences of the r-ar., 
f.nd he could not help smiling as he re- 
n.ernbered the funny incidents.

"We started from the Boston station,

coach-like cars, which, with the engine-, 
constituted the traan.

•"SOUNDING A TORRENT. 


{Tan*n»l Method For Determining the 


Depth of Niagara River. 


The Michigan Central Railroad com- 


pany is improving and strengthening 
Its great cantalever bridge across the 
Niagara river at Niagara Falls, and iu 
order to get at the facts of the river's 
depth beneath the bridge, Assistant 
Engineer W. C. Duncan and F. C. 
Slienehan, United States engineer iu 
charge of the Niagara river and of the 
lake survey at Buffalo, recently made 
soundings from the bridge. Those fa- 
miliar with the Niagara locality kribw 
that the cantalever bridge is situated 
just above the whirlpool rapids, and 
that beneath it tlie current is very 
swift. This rapid current taacle neces- 
sary.the use of unusual methods to as- 
certain the depth, says the Philadel- 
phia Record. In the tests referred to 
heavy weights were used. 
These 


weights were made of cast iron and 
were shaped something like an egg, 
supporting a long fin in the rear. This 
fin was to keep the sinkers, or weights, 
from twisting when in the rapid cur- 
rent and thus breaking the wire. The 
wire attached to the weights was of 
the finest tempered steel, and, although 
it was about an eighth of an inch in 
diameter, ft was warranted to support 
a weight of 2,400 pounds. One of the 
weights used weighed 600 pounds and 
the other 150 pounds. The/were low- 
ered from the bridge at midstream, 
and, striking the bottom, it was ascer- 
taine'd that the depth of the water was 
78 feet. The weights were raised and 
th'en lowered again, and they were lost, 
making in all four such weights at the 
bottom of the river, for others had 
been lost in previous tests in former 
years. Another weight was attached 
to the wire and lowered about 100 feet 
out from the shore, when it was found 
that the depth of water there is 43 
feet. 


By means of such soundings the 


Michigan Central is able to make ac- 
curate maps of the river at the point 
of crossing, and in this case it is espe- 
cially valuable because of the fact that 
the cantalever bridge abutments are lo- 
cated close to the water's edge on both 
sides of the stream. 


Since the cantalever bridge was built 


the rolling stock on all railroads has 
increased iu weight to an enormous 
extent. Tliis fact has led the Michigan 
Central to strengthen its great Niagara 
bridge, and this will be done by the ad- 
dition of an extra truss, which will 
rise from a new abutment placed be- 
tween the two old abutments on each 
side of the river and extend across the 
river. One report is that the Michigan 
Central will make the cantalever bridge 
a four track structure, .but this has not 
been verified. Work on tlie new abut- 
ments is now under way. The founda- 
tion laid for them is of concrete. On 
the Canadian side the masonry of the 
new- 
abutment is going up, while on 


the New York side the concrete foun- 
dation is ready for the masonry. 


NEW TAILORING SWINDLE. 


One Man Sold Cloth, and Another 


Took It Away. 


Tlie people of Ogdeasburg, N. Y., 


have been victims of a new swindle. 
Several days ago a man arrived there 
with a large amount of suitings for 
men. He claimed to be a drummer 
and said that as he was about to make 
a trip through Canada and did not care 
to take along so large a stock of (sam- 
ples he would part with them at a very 
reasonable price. He went among the 
store employees and made many sales. 


He then departed. A few days later, 


according to the Xew York World, an- 
other man came along wh'o said he 
was a tailor representing a New York 
firm and would make up the cloth sold 
by the drummer into fine and stylish 
suits for $10. He talked plausibly and 
secured many orders. In some cases he 
secured the §10 in advance, and he 
took away with him about all the cloth 
the drumme'r had sold. 


Nothing has been heard, however, 


from either man, and it is beginning to 
dawn on the victims that they have 
been cleverly swindled.

Electrical Features of.tbe New 


Battleship Kearsarge. 


WONDERFUL SYSTEM OF MOTOB8. 


By Just Torching a Button the Steel 


Turret! Are Turned, the Gun» Mov- 
ed and the Ammunition Hoisted. 
Other Klectrlo Auxiliaries on the 


Much ha» been written about the 11,- 


600 tbn seagoing battleship Kearsarge, 
but little has been said of the remark- 
able electrical features possessed by 
this fighting craft. An electrical 
neer Las made a study of the ele 
departments of the vessel, and LIs re- 
port, which appears in The Electrical 
Ueview, is something of a revelation. 


The central electrical power plant 


aboard the Kearsarge is just abaft the 
main engines. Because of the exigen- 
cies of battleship design the allotted 
space to the electrical machinery !a 
necessarily small and required there- 
fore an original installation. 


There are seven generating sets 


mounted in two tiers, three above and 
four below. There is a main distribut- 
ing board located on the starboard side 
of the upper gallery of the generator 
room and seven other distributing 
boards scattered about the ship. The 
scattering of the boards was made nec-

essary by the confined space in the 
generator room. 


The three wire system prevails on all 


of the circuits, with 80 volts between 
neighboring wires and 160 volts out- 
side. There are about 800 incandescent 
lights connected with the 80 volt 
mains, and the four powerful search- 
lights derive their' current from the 
same mains. Every auxiliary bit of 
power on the ship, with the exception 
of the windlass and steering gear, is 
electrically produced by 55 large mo- 
tors. Even the great steel turrets are 
moved by electric power, as well as 
the guns, which are elevated or de- 
pressed by the mere touching of a but- 
ton. 


The heavy turret, with Its two 8 inch 


and two 13 inch guns, can be complete- 
ly revolved in about 40 seconds. 
A 


force equivalent to 28 horsepower is 
required for this purpose. Shunt mo- 
tors are used to revolve the ventilating 
fans and w'ork the pumps, and motors 
operate the rammer heads for the 13 
Inch guns, boat and ammunition hoists 
and small windlasses. In fact, one can 
totich a button or pull a lever in most 
any part and develop power whenever 
required. 


Two dynamos will be capable of sup- 


plying the lighting of the ship, two 
more will supply the boat hoist and 
Bmail windlass motors and six will 
furnish power enough for any emer- 
gency. 


Other electric auxiliaries of the ship 


include the Ardois signal lights, tele- 
phones connecting throughout every 
part of the ship, thermostatic and oth- 
er fire alarms and signal bells of every 
description. 
Even the steering gear, 


while not dependent upon electric pow- 
er, is equipped with an ingenious elec- 
tric arrangement for use In case of 
failure of the hydraulic mechanism. 


Hit by Twenty-seven Bnlleta at Once.

distinction of being the worst wounded 
man in the war, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

Utah battery was given the same or- 
der, but failed to observe It, and a 
shrapnel shell from this battery ex- 
ploded.

Krider received 20 wounds from the 
shrapnel bullets, while at the same 
time a Mauser bullet passed through 
him. 
Krider still carries some of the 


bullets, and it is doubtful if he will 
ever recover his health and strength. 


PamilnK of the Horse.

ice by the Metropolitan Traction and 
the Third Avenue companies, says the 
New York Post, and in their places 
electricity has been substituted as mo- 
tive power.

James W. 
Knott Placed 


Under Heavy Bonds in 


Court This Morning 


A PARTIAL CONFESSION 


Made When Arrested, But Plea of Not 


Guilty Entered. Secured Nearly 


$225 From Berkshire Fank. 


Tried to Tear up Another 


When Arrested 


James W. Knott of West Main street 


was arrested late yesterday afternoon 
on thp charge of forgery, and was held 
in police court this morning under $1100 
bonds for his appearance a week from 
today for hearing. The amount secured 
on. notes he is alleged to have forged Is 
nearly $225, which he got at the Berk- 
s>h'-e national bank. 
The names of 


George W. Chase and T. W. Sykes were 
uwd on the notes1. 


The discovery of the forgeries wag 


made yesterday afternoon, when John 
B. Harvey asked to have a note for $25 
endorsed by George W. Chase 
and 


James W. Knott discounted. This was 
done, and he received between $24 and 
$25 on it. Shortly afterwards it was 
discovered that the note was undoubt- 
edly a forgery. Mr. Harvey was sum- 
moned to the bank, and was thpre tak- 
en in charge by an officer. Mr. Knott 
wa«s suspected, and in a short time he 
was. arrested on the street. 


The discovery of this note led to the 


suspicion that two previous notes, for 
$100 each cashed for Mr. Tvnott in Au- 
gust and September, might be forgeries. 
On being questioned at the station Mr. 
Knott exonerated Mr. Harvey, to whom 
he had given the $25 note, and the lat- 
ter wos discharged. Mr. Knott i» un- 
derstood to have admitted that he 
forged all the notes. 


When arrested, Knott was seen, to 


tear up a paper in his pocket, and when 
searched, this was found to be another 
liote bearing the name of Deputy Sher- 
iff John Parker. This one was for $75. 


Both of the SI00 notes discounted at 


the bank were for four months time, 
and on cash Mr. Knfltt secured $98. As 
neither was due, the fact that they 
were forgeries had not been idscovered. 
The now that was cashed in August 
was endorsed by Knott 
arid T. W. 


Sykes. The one cashed in September 
bore the name of George W. Chase. 


Mr. Knott has? been employed here by 


the Prudential insurance company, but 
recently has been in Boston, for sev- 
eral weeks. He returned to this city 
only yesterday, and was arrested a 
short time after his arrival. 


He was a. prominent worker !n the 


socialist-labor party, arafl at thp last 
city election, was a candidate <Vv '!•"•> 
council on that ticket. The news of hi = 
arrest caused grea,t surprise among 
thosfe who knew him. 


It was expected that he would plead 


g-uilty this morning-, from his admis- 
sions when questioned at the police sta- 
tion, but when arraigned Lawyer Park- 
er, who appeared for him, entered a 
plea -of not guilty and a sake d for a con- 
tinuance.

If 
this latter part of the statement is- cor- 
rect, the plan seems to us to have tak- 
en no thought of theChristian sentiment 
of this community, with regard to the 
Lord's day, and under such influential 
educational patronage as that of the 
Teachers' School of • Science and 
the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
to be extremely pernicious in.its in- 
fluence on the religious and moral life 
of our city and surrounding country. 


We do not believe, furthermore, that 


it is ;n the highest interests of science 
to associate its work,' and so conspicu- 
ously, i\ith disiegard for the 
Lord's 


day. Though it may be now too late 
to effect any change in the plans of the 
excursion, we yet feel that this disre- 
gard for the prevailing feeling of our 
city should not be without protest, and 
we, therefore, hereby address a most 
earnest one to you asi, according to the 
report as above, having charge of the 
enterprise.

The death of John Sykes, which oc- 


curred yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
at his home, 31 West Main street, re-* 
moves an old and highly respected resi- 
dent of this city. He was in his S7th 
year and his death was due to old ago 
more than any other cause.

years and was in his usual health until 
a short time before his death.

to tell his parents. All he took the 
money for was- to havp a good time.
